Sun Fires Record Salvo at Earth 


WASHINGTON (UP1» — 
Thr worst sun-spawnod mag¬ 
netic storm in a decade swept 
the earth yesterday, producing 
^ global communications situa¬ 
tion which experts said 
••couldn’t be much worse." 

No letup was in sight. Even 
as the bombardment hit. an¬ 
other gigantic eruption tore 
the sun’s surface and aimed 
another mass of particles, 
earthward. 

The new blowup waa the 
third In lesa than, a week. One 
adentlat deacribed H aa one of 


hiMtory’s *‘\ery great M»lar 
events.** 

A global warning network 
run by the International Geo¬ 
physical Year tlGY) to alert 
communications facilities re¬ 
ported that disturbance of the 
earth's atmosphere had be¬ 
come "extremely severe" by 
3.30 p.m. PST. 

One monitoring station re¬ 
ported that shortwave contact 
betw'een New York and Lon¬ 
don was all but impossible. 

The current bombardment 
of solar particles, and the one 


expected from the new sun 
eruption, also was expected 
to result in a new di.^play of 
the aurora borealis popularly 
known as the "Northern 
Lights." 

Scientists expected the deb¬ 
ris from the new sun explosion 
to hit the earth’s ionosphere 
- a canopy of charged parti¬ 
cles encircling the globe by 
tonight at latest. 

James W«ldon, director of 
IGY’s world warning cen^. 
'’‘said the current solar flares 
are among the most severe 
ever recorded. 


Weldon said It was possible 
earth will continue to be pelt¬ 
ed with electronic debris for 
another three days or so. at 
which time the sunspot area 
will pass around to the hack 
side of the sun. The storm cen¬ 
tre still co«ild be there 14 days 
later, he added, when that sec¬ 
tion again faces ihe earth. 

‘The whole .scientific world 
Is a llied because it’ao been 
lionuTfime since we’ve had this 
much activity and excitement," 
Weldon said. 

In addition to causing all 
sorts of communication 


tiouble. the sun’s bombard¬ 
ment has touched off some 
controversy among scientists 
about what other effects may 
be. 

One authority, who has been 
ob.serving the sun for more 
than 30 years, said the explo- 
sion.s will influence the 
weather. But Weldon and the 
U.S. w'eather bureau said the 
impact cannot be determined. 

"There is ho question this 
will have an Impact on the 
weather." said Dr. Charles G. 
Abbott, former secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institute, and 
director of its astrophysical 


observatory. "But the relation¬ 
ship is very complex and it 
takes research to determine 
what the changes will he." 

Abbott said particles from 
solar explosions come from 
the sun as If fired from 
ma4*hlne guns.* They "put a 
veil over the earth." he said, 
and often makes It harder 
for heat from the sun to get 
through. * 

But Glen Briar, who keeps 
statistics for the U.S. weather 
bureau, said the Abbott theory 
was "very controversial." Wel¬ 
don said It was "possible but 
not proveable." 


The communications tie-ups 
between New York and London 
are among the most severely 
affected. Weldon .said. Local 
radio and television are not 
seriously impaired because 
their signals are not bounced 
dti the ionosphere, which ab¬ 
sorbs g great volume of the 
sWar particles and becomes a 
poor reflector. 

But one official at the na¬ 
tional bureau of standards 
said major magnetic storms of 
this sort often produce some 
trouble with long-distance 
power, telephone and telegraph 
lines.

Sneaky Diabetes Can Hit 
In Any Class, Age Group 


By JOSEPH O. MOLNEB. MD 

I’ve called diabetes a sneaky 
disease. Why? Because so 
many people have it and don't 
know it. • 

Another reason is that, since 
It is most likely to be dis¬ 
covered in people who are fat 
and past 40. or who have been 
seriously overweight, we fall 
into the habit of thinking of 
it as a disease that develops 
In middle age or later. 

HIT ANYWHEBE 

This is only approximately 
true. For diabetes actually 
knows no particular age 
group, juat at it does not con¬ 
fine itself to any economic 
class. It can strike anywhere 
In between. And the earlier 
it starts, the more watchful 
you have to be, because it is 
almost always an explosive 
and severe case when It affects 
a child or teen agar, or In 
general any young person. 
(About one child in 3,000 has 
diabetes.) 

A family history of diabetes 
Increases the chknee of having 
It If one parent has diabetes, 
a child'! chance of developing 


the disease—soon or late—is 
greater. If both parents have 
diabetes, the child’s risk of| 
having it. someday, is very 
much higher. If neither parent 
has diabetes, but grandparents 
^ even aunts and unclM havej 
it, the disease is present ini 
the family tree and the child I 
has some chance, eventually, I 
of getting it j 

s.neaky thing 

It is entirely possible for 
diabetes to have been present 
in one’s family without one 
knowing it So that's another 
sneaky thing. 

The answer? Know the 
symptoms>-«nd also have an 
occasional test which, fortun¬ 
ately. is inexpensive. 

Symptoms to watch out 
for: Excessive thirst, frequent 
urination, loss of weight, 
fatigue, changes in vision, 
genital irritation, boils and 
akin itching. ^ 

(Note that any of these ob¬ 
viously can come from other 
causes. It’s the pattern that 
counts. «nd. the pattern is 
useful to ten you when it's a 
good idea to have an immedi¬ 
ate test for the disease itselt) 


The specific test can be (a) 
a urinalysis, or (b) a blood 
sugar test. Neither is a diffi¬ 
cult test, but the former is the 
simpler and cheaper, and thus 
is the accepted "screening 
test." since it can readily be 
used for large numbers of 
people. The blood sugar test 
then can be used for condo- 
sive answers on any suspici¬ 
ous or doubtful cases resulting 
from the first test 

KABUEB DATE 

Diabetes can frequently be 
found early by analysis of a 
urine specimen • taken about 
two hours after a big meal. 
This sometimes dlsckm the 
presence of sugar—the signt 
Hcant test for diabetes, of 
course—at a somewhat earlier 
date than it can be detected 
with the traditional test with 
a specimen taken the first 
thing in the morning. Better 
■till is a blood sugar test 
taken two hours after a big 
meal. 

I devoutly hope that readers 
will take a test—especially if 
a relative, parent, brother. 
Bister, aunt, uncle or what¬ 
ever. has diabetes.

The Threat of Jungle Law

; oontlnulng unrest In the Congo 
marked recently by the massacre 
of a number of Irish soldiers, the 
upsurge of tribal warfare and the in¬ 
vasion of Uganda by Co n goteae 
troops, call for an immediate revamp¬ 
ing of policy regardiiig the role to be 
played by the United Nations force 
in that unhappy country. 

Several outstanding items of busi¬ 
ness must be attended to with all 
speed if any improvement in the 
present situation Is to be made. First, 
of course, is for the UN General 
Assembly to decide which of the 
aeve^ pretenders to the post of head 
of the Congolese Republic li to be 
recognized. 

Whoever ia chosen must then be 
regarded as the legal representative 
of the country and must be supported 
as head of the lawful govenment by 
UN troops. Any who oppose him or 
his councU must be regarded as 
rebels. 

It will then be possible for the 
UN force to take more than passive 
action not only in bringing about 
order in the Congo but also in pro¬ 
tecting themselves. 

As the position is now, UN troops 
are uselessly expending their energies 
and wasting their capabilities in sim¬ 
ply keeping rival factions from each 
other’s throats. As long as this sit¬ 
uation exists the force is not able to 
do the job it was sent in to do., It 
can hardly be expected to maintain 
law and orderi if it doesn’t know 
which side is, In fact, disturbing the 
pekee. 

When the UN detachments ar¬ 
rived, there was no law in the Congo. 


When the Belgians left It became ap¬ 
parent 4hat law and order left with 
them and that the new dtizem of the 
Republic made up their own law’s as 
they went along. Even rape and mur. 
der, if one can believe Mr. Lumum¬ 
ba’s earlier statements, were not con¬ 
sidered crimes. 

This then, is the situation faced by 
Canadian and other troops in the 
United Nations force. If Mr. Lumum¬ 
ba or Mr. Kasavubu. or even C!olonel 
Mobutu is recognized by the UN, then 
he must be instructed to Immediately 
impose upon his people a code of 
kistice and set laws likely to receive 
mtemational acceptance. 

However, it Is still doubtful, even 
if full authority is given any of the 
self-<|eclared leaders of the Congo 
Republic, that he will be able to 
govern the country in a satisfactory 
manner. Few Congolese are capable 
of mastering the intricate detail of 
administration necessary to control 
such a vast and populous country, 
and it must be more than evident 
even to the most ardent enemy of 
colonialism that outside direction 
must be given. 

It would seem the most satisfac¬ 
tory solution all round for the UN 
to take over the country as a man¬ 
dated territory until such time that 
the Congolese are sufficiently trained 
to fully assume the responsibility. 
Whether this is done by a council 
group or by a single nation directly 
responsible to the United Nations is 
not important. 

The important thing is for the law 
of the jungle to be stamped out and 
replaced by civilized rule regulated 
by civilized people.

Kennedy’s Narrow Edge

rT»HE "tyranny of the majority" has 


1 for years been a pobU of argument 
in democracies. 

The suggestion is being put forward 
by some politicians and pundits in the 
United SUtes that/hy winning only 50.2 
per cent of the popular vote to Richard 
Nixon’i 49A per cent. President-elect 
Kennedy has no clear mandate to pursue 
policies distasteful to nearly half thoM 
who voted. 

But those who are most insistent In 
their claims that John Kennedy's slim 
margin in the popular vote count limits 
his range of action are not usually td be 
found among advocates of reforming the 
College of Electors. 

Probably the chief point of complaint 
about the electoral college is that it 
exaggerates a candidate's majority of 


victory. The man who wins a state on 
popular votes, no matter how small tho 
majority, geu all the sUte's electoral 
votes. 

JCennedy shows little concern over the 
narrow popular vote margin. "I won and 
that’s that." he says. 

On more practical grounds, the make¬ 
up of Congress may limit Kennedy's 
freedom of action. While hla own party 
controls both the Senate and the^House 
of Repreoentatlvet. the Democrats art a 
"coalition of discordant groups." 

Conaervativo southerners were not at 
all happy with the choice of the Boston 
millionaire as their party's presidential 
choice to begin with. Nor were many of 
them greatly impressed by the choice of 
Senator Lyndon Johnson as vice-presi¬ 
dential partner.

Just for curiosity a few years 
back I paid a visit to this library of 
my novitiate—indeed I used one of 
its tables to write a piece for this 
column, albeit not about libraries— 
and found it exactly as I remembered 
it. Except for one thing. It was 
easier to take out a book.

When I was a youthful borrower 
there, selecting a book was a 
laborious process. One had to thumb 
through a big thick catalogue, choose 
a title, note its number and then hie 
to a long list of numbers mounted 
behind a glass panel. If the number 
selected had a white line above it the 
book was‘in and could be applied for. 

If a black line the book was out, 
and back one went to the catalogue 
again. 

None of the delightful method 
customary at the Yates Street em¬ 
porium of literature, whereby the 
borrower can range over the racks 
himself and take his pick. But thia 
practice Is now in favor where first 
I caught the library habit 

* Another nkc thing about a public 
library is that the sUff is usually as 
courteous as the atmosphere is peace* 
ful. The quiet step induces s calm 
mind and s calm mind induces s like 
response. A pity we don't remember 
this when outside s library, yours 
truly included. The Yates Street staff 
Is Impeccable In this respect, patently 
drawing a collective inspiration from 
the city librarian himself, a charm¬ 
ingly civil chief, or from their own 
innate politeness.

thinking will an(Lnot because of an 
outside sign that tells them here is 
where they will get something for 
nothing. Not exactly that, perhaps, 
but pretty nearly so. for the tax 
ratio that sustains a public library 
is negligible compared to the value 
a patron may receive. It la nice to 
know that Victorians appreciate a 
good thing when they see it, free 
or not. And it must plea.se the staff 
to watch so many quiet steps coming 
through the doors. 


I S it the greatest opportunity for the 
advancement of education since 
the invention of movable type? Or ia 
it a deceptive shortcut which may 
tempt penny-pinching authorities to 
replace teachers with electronic gad¬ 
gets—and to replace learning with en¬ 
tertainment? 

There you have the two extremes 
among the conHItting viewpoints 
which have sprung up since the intro¬ 
duction only a short decade ago of 
television as a tbol for education. No 
one yet knows the answers to these 
questions, but the factors behind them 
are thoroughly dissected in a book 
which has Just been published by 
UNESeX). 

‘Television Teaching Today," part 
of UNESCO's series on "Press. Film 
and Radio in the World Today." takes 
up educational television in those 
countries, and principally in the 
United States; where it has come into 
everyday use. Its author, Henry R. 
Cassirer, not only provides a survey 
of how television is being utilized by 
educators In North America. Europe 
and Asia, but he also deals with 
many of the problems—some educa¬ 
tional, some technical and some which 
might be called plliloaophical—Which 
this new form of teaching has gen¬ 
erated. 


He makes it quite obvious that 
educational television is here to stay. 
As Mr, Vittorino Veronese. UNESCO's 
dirertor-general, points out in a pre¬ 
face to the book, "educators every¬ 
where are faced with the challenge of 
rapidly growing school afid college 
population and the need for a new 
approach to the content and methods 
of teaching."

The alarming Increase in the 
shortage of teachers, classrooms and 
educational facilities which became 
evident the world over in the 1950s 
was paralied by a fabulous Increase 
in the use of television. During that 
decade, the number of countries tele¬ 
casting programs rose from five to 50 
.and the number of TV seta from 
, 4.500.000 to g5,000J)00. It Is not, at aU 
surprising, therefore, that educators 
have turned to this breakthrough in 
communications In order to try to 
dchlevt a solution to their own gi¬ 
gantic problem. 

In the United States, a highly con¬ 
servative source has estimated that, 
by last year, half a million pupils and 
college stodents were taking televised 
courses.

Setting aside the controversy over 
its delects and virhiea, educational 
television has proven to be far leu 
expensive than the layman, accus¬ 
tomed to astronomical budgets for 
time and talent on commercial TV, 
might think. Mr. Cassirer points out 
that a low-power station (with a 
range of 14 miles) can be Installed for 
u little u 950.000. 

In the United States educational 
television has made more headway In 
primary than In secondary ichMls. 
In universities, where students are 
already accustomed to lectures being 
delivered to a clau of several hun¬ 
dred, it has proved its value. Televi¬ 
sion can also be used to improve 
teacher training, particularly by illus¬ 
trating new methods now being In¬ 
troduced. 

But. warns the author, "television 


is not merely a substitute for tradi¬ 
tional ways of teaching ... it is a 
medium with its own psychological 
and emotional disciples and person¬ 
alties." And he also warns against 
using television as "emergency re¬ 
lief" to cope with a lack of normal 
educational facilities. 

In other chapters, Mr. Caulrer re¬ 
views the history of educational tele¬ 
vision in Canada. France. Italy, the 
United Kingdom, the Soviet Union 
and Japan. Approaches taken vary u 
much as the edurational ayatems of 
these countries themselves, but tele¬ 
vision hu taken a firm foothold there 
as well. In 1958. for example, there 
were 3,000 schools in France and 
10,000 sdtools in Japan equipped with 
television sets. 

Newly-lndependent countries are 
now building systems of education 
often on new foundations. EUiuca- 
tional television, in which one teacher 
can reach thousands of pupils Is a 
vauable asset and one that certainly 
should not be overlooked. But. as Mr. 
Cassirer bring out, It must be handled 
with care.

tlona were held In two states 
Western Germany. Hessen 
Rheinland-Pfalz. Their Importance 
was due to the fact that they precede 
the re-election of the Bundestag by 
less than a year. 

The Socialist Party tried very hard 
to reinforce its poidtlon. It’s new 
leader.s, especially Berlin Mayor Willy 
Brandt, flayed a major role in all 
crucial areas. The ^mpaign was ac¬ 
tively conducted by the opposition, 
while the chancellor’s party was 
slack. Qualified observers thus ex* 
peeled a Socialist victory, especially 
since Hessen Is traditionally a baili¬ 
wick of the left. 

To almost genera] surprise, the re¬ 
sults did not conform to the predic¬ 
tions. In Rheinland Pfalz Adenauer’s 
party gained more {(un 100.000 votes, 
while the Socialists remained station¬ 
ary. The latter progressed. It is true, 
in Hessen, but much less than the 
Christian Democrats. In two major 
Socialist cities, Frankfurt and Mainz, 
Mayor Brandt’s party lost a signifi¬ 
cant number of seats. Furthermore, 
the liberal Free Democratic Party, 
which is getting closer to the chan¬ 
cellor’s policies, made substantial 
gains everywhere. 

k k k 

The losers suggest now that muni¬ 
cipal elections are no measure for 
national trends. This is false. In Ger¬ 
many — unfortunately — local ques¬ 
tions, despite their legitima^l^ have 
^ been sbbmerged by federal problems 
in the campaign of both majdr 
parties. 

The cold reality of the numbers ia 
disheartening for Europe's Socialists. 
Among their ranks, the Germans 
have made a merltorioua effort to 
conform to the imperative needs of 
our times. Taught the facts of life by 
an uninterrupted series of defeats, 
they have recently re-written their 
program and abandoned Marxist 
ideas. In international aflaira they 


position 

and made their peace With religion. 
All thia wai aymbolized by the desig¬ 
nation of 1 new leader. Willy 
Brandt, aa candidate for the post of 
chancellor. 

It was hoped that these Important 
steps would regain the favor of tha 
electorate. So far, thia la not the case. 
The reason isYalrly obvious. 

Europe’s Socialists have many 
moderate and intelligent public fig¬ 
ures like Spaak, Guy Mollet, Willy 
Brandt, Carlo Schmidt and Olah. The 
ma-saea increasingly turn their backs 
on Marxism and demand realistic 
policies. But between the leaders and 
the voters there are the party- 
workers. They are mostly politiral 
veterans of limited intelligence, raised 
In the spirit of the 19th century. 
Under pressure they gave in tempor¬ 
arily. But thia was only a feigned 
withdrawaL At the first occasion 
they return to their old ideologies. 
Since the average voter knows the 
party through its cadres, it Is not sur¬ 
prising that he doubts the sincerity 
of the new program. 

A striking fact proves this. In 
Sweden — there Marxism has long 
been abandoned and where party- 
workers share the views of their 
spokesmen — Labor, bucking a 
Europe-wide trend, has Ju.<it ob¬ 
tained a brilliant electoral victory.

E^urope's Socialist parties are in 
e difficult position. They cah k«t out 
of their present predicament only If 
they can convince the maaaea that 
their new program is more than a 
tactical manoeuvre. 

Hence it is essential that the new 
apirlt should not only live in the 
words of the leeders, but also in the 
approach of the party's officialdom. 
The voters are getting impatient. The 
growth, ell over the continent, of the 
following of the liberal parties should 
show the Socialists that they have no 
more time to lose. If they want to 
remain the chief representativea of 
the European left.

T he news announcer on the radio 
said: "It has been reported that 
an American smy has been arrested 
in Plnsk." 

After a moment'a reflection, he 
tried again: "It la reported that an 
American apy has been arrested in 
Minsk." 

That came out better. But atill, 
personally. I like that word smy. 
It's a wonder the people who made 
up the English language didn't invent 
•my instead of spy. 

Smy is far more descriptive. If* 
you aay it over and over a few timei, 
you perceive that it is a sly. sneaky, 
furtive word. It connotes far better 
than the bright sharp word spy the 
impression most of us have in mind 
when we think of those baleful 
individuals who endanger us. 

Yet such spies as I have seen 
were far from smies On a wild 
winter night on the Arras front in 
the First World War. In the midst 
of a faked German raid on our 
trenches, a German feldwebel -or 
sergeant-major surrendered to us. 
He was a British spy bringing news 
of an intended massive assault oli^ 
the Somme. And a bigger, ruddier, 
heartier individual you could hardly 
imagine. 

On the liberation of the Freanes 
prison In Paris in August, 1944. 1 
met a number of our spies who had 
been captured by the Germans. And 
they were for the most part cheerful 
extroverts more like a bevy of com¬ 
mercial travellers than the smies of 
fiction. 
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BecauM the question of nuclear arms for Canada 
has so many political implications and because it is gen¬ 
erally agreed that conflict, if it comes, will involve all 
citizens to a much greater extent than in the past. I be- 
lieve the people of Canada have a right and a duty to help 
decide the issue. (Indeed, representatives of our govern¬ 
ment have stated that the government welcomes the opin¬ 
ions of its citizens. 

We are dealing here. I believe, not with the sort of 
technical question which should rightly he left to our 
military experts, but with a broad question of great signi¬ 
ficant for us all. 

If Canada accepts nuclear weapons from the U.S. 
(and incidentally, is there any moral difference betw’cen 
making them and accepting them from another coun- 
tr>'7) it seems moat unlikely that we would retain full 
control over their use. and it would be harder than ever 
to restrict the number of nations possessing atomic 
weapons. Furthermore, there could be considerable justi¬ 
fication for Russia to arm her satellites with these 
weapons. 

Finally, the use of atomic weapons, hecau.se of the 
resulting fallout, would affect Innocent people all over the 
world and in coming generations. 

One thing I think most of us can agree is a rea.son- 
able request to make to our government is that a greater 
proportion of our resources and human abilities be spent 
on positive, constructive steps towards a real peace — 
there are many such steps which could be taken. L^'s get 
some of our best brains working—full time—on the prob¬ 
lem of our nuclear dilemma.

Again in the same paper, the cdurt proceedings concerned 
with the IGA Foodliner allegiylly selling eggs at less than 
the wholesale mark?t price are dealt with. • 

Why is it necessary today for Safeway Stores Ltd., to 
tell eggs at less than the quoted wholesale market price? 
There is no surplus of eggs at the present time. Produc¬ 
tion is keeping level with the demand. Have the chain 
stores got to penalize the farmer by selling the farmer's 
local product at less than the wholesale price? 

Are the chain stores attempting to dictate the Income 
of the local farmer once they have secured their .supply 
of eggs from him? Are the chain stores attempting to put 
the local farmer out of business, in order that they can 
operate their own farms, or Import eggs? What is their ^ 
objective? This farm has been producing eggs for 40 
years, and until the chain stores started operations, fair 
marketing practices were the order of the day, in the 
grocery business.

Power in a Hurry 

The supply of electric power to the city from one 
central .station is usiially organized in such a way that 
the city area i.s divided into .'leveial .section.*, with one 
main, arterial distribution line leading out of the "term¬ 
inal’ building into each .section. .'Should .such main line 
be damaged, as was tne case on Thursday night, the whole 
•ectlnn Is cut off the central station. 

This .sy.stem of distribution may be comiiared to the 
exit roads out of the city, through the main, arterial 
highways leading radially out of the city. But if one of 
the arterial road.s should collap.se. .say at Reaver I-ake, 
there are adequate bvpa.ssing roads, via Cordova Bay or 
We.sr Saanich, for the urgerrt traffic to reach the airport 
at Patricia Bay. 

A similar .sy.slem of hypa.s.Hing .should be in operation 
for the supply of electric power to "urgent" cu.stomeis;' 
our hospitals. One piogre.s.s|ve Interior city, through the 
persistence of the community leaders, obtained arrange¬ 
ment of a "loop’’ sy.stem or electrical supply, interconnret- 
Ing adjacent sections. In that city, two ho.spitals and one 
large industrial plant can be connected quickly to the 
neighboring .sections and he able to maintain vital .serv¬ 
ices; while the residential areas around the hospitals can 
•till he cut off the power, through the disconnecting 
^aw'itrhes on the pole.s, thus avoiding overloading of the 
aection which has helped the neighbor. 

Accidents will always happen, and the Thursday 
night blackout Is no reflection on overall efficiency of 
the B.C. Electric Co. But our ho.spitals are in the cate¬ 
gory of "urgent" customers and the public utility com¬ 
pany (and the city fathers) may corrsider means of supply 
of electricity, in emergency, other than through a single 
arterial line. •

"Linking you to progress” 
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IT BEATS ME

Hockey history u ts made last week In V'ancouver 
when V^ictoria Cougars finally won recognition there 
ts worthwhile members of the Western Hockey League. 

It ht9 boon quite a ftruggle. Ignoring the lict that their 
Canucks have ever been a Oelence-firat club which has never 
taken a chance on wide-open hockey except when a tying goal 
wat needed in the last two or three minutes, owner Coley 
Hall and coach Art Chapman were wont to knock the Cougars 
down as kitty-bar-the^oor specialists who kept fans at home. 

They were quoted freely, and hacked enthusiastically, on 
this line. Then, Ignoring the perfectly reasonable assumption 
that this kind of publicity probably had more to do with t 
than the kind of hocKey played by the Victoria club, they 
used’ the smaller crowds which showed up for Cougar games 
as proof of their argument. 

It was, therefore, with some amazement that I read the 
reports of last week's S-1 conquest of the Canucks by the 
Cougars. 

“A gambler's nerve, lots of gallop and Marcel Pelletier 
gave the Victoria Cougars a 3-1 victory ...” one reporter 
atarted his story. 

‘The Cougars did It in style," he carried on. "They fired 
red-line passes from their o^ zone all night. They disdained 
a defensive game even when it seemed essential for survival. 
They put the long pass on a pedestal and kept It there, and 
the result was the most exciting and unpredictable Victoria 
team seen here in several centuries." 

Another writer commented that "the Cougars have been 
molded by George Aga‘r into a very pleasing hockey team." 
continued later with *'Ag»r. whose 20-year playing career 
showed that he regards scoring as <he prime aim In hockey, 
brought a skating, long passing, goal-hungiy* band of Cougars 
to town." 

Thoss are words to cherished—a collector's item, so 
to speak—but the best paf^f it all is that there seems to be 
a fair amount of evidenq^hat Victoria fans are beginning 
to realise that this seasona cougars are playing the kind of 
hockey which cancels each ticket purchase with "value 
received.” 

If fans were slow to warm up. that can be understood. 
It is no secret that few thought before the season started that 
Agar had anything but an also ran and the first two or three 
wins were written off as just one of those things that some¬ 
times happen in early-season play. 

Fans who know their hockey know that an allout effort 
by everyone of the Cougars will be needed if the club is to 
keep up the 6^ hockey of the first 12 games. But they also 
know now that this club is providing fine entertainment, and 
there was evidence the knowledge is spreading when almost 
4.000 showed up last Friday to watch the Cougars play 
Spokane Comets, whidi in other seasons have always been 
the poorest draw here. 

The Cougars lost that night but it would be an odd sort 
of fan Indeed who left feeling he didn’t want to see more of 
the hockey being played here this season. It was a typical 
wideHipen. sprightly game which never lacked for action or 
Uurills. 

And that’s the way the Cougars have been playing it. 
Time may or may not prove them a trifle short In the talent 
department but they have ^een long all season in effort. 
They can snap out of an almost hopeless stretch of hockey 
with almost brilliant play, or vice versa, but through it all. 
they have kept on trying and the end result has been ex¬ 
cellent hockey fare. 

Their game scores reflect the kind of entertainment 
they have been giving. Two of their six victories have come 
In overtirook by 3-2 and 4-3, There was one other 3*2 victory, 
one by M and another by 3-1. They have lost four times by 
one goal, once by two goals and, in their -game-long slump, 
were trimmed by Portland. 5-2. 

Cynics may point out that a M record is not much over 
which to crow but if the Cougars can continue to provide 
the kird of interesting hockey they have been giving, there 
won't be a real hockey fan who will be disappointed with any¬ 
thing dose to a .300 season.

Can the Cougars get TO points, or close to it. from 70 
games? This is likely to be a close thing. The WHL is not. 
as nuy have first appeared, any weaker th^ it was last 
season. Rather, thete seems to be more balance. 

Spokane has strengthened considerably and Winnipeg, 
too. is a better club than iu early record Indicates. Portland 
got over a start which called for iU first 10 games to be 
played away from home In fine shape. Seattle is as good as It 
was last season, the same can be said for Edmonton and 
Calgary is probably better. If Vancouver is a bit weaker, and 
who doesn't hope so? the 1960dl season could develop into 
quite s horse race. 

It isn’t likely that the Cougars can get the winner's share 
of the purse, but they have every chance of finishing in the 
money. 

At the moment it does seem that the four clubs which 
have been lumped into a mythical Eastern division for sched¬ 
uling purposes—Edmonton. Calgar>-. Vancouver and Winnipeg 
—are slightly stronger as a group than the other four clubs 
but the schedule is a great equalizer. 

It is quite possible that the Prairie tours won't bring 
many points for Seattle. Victoria, Spokane and Portland but,' 
so far. Prairie cluba have done no better than 3-7 in games 
played in the Northwest. And the fact they play the bulk 
of their games against each other will balance things even 
mora It could happen that all four of the "Easterners" will 
be in the playdowns but it is just as possible that the six post¬ 
season clubs will be made of three from each division. 

The Cougars have as good a chance as any. Since win¬ 
ning and losing 3-2 games with Seattle they have added Bill 
Saunders and a new defenceman is to come. They are even 
with Spokane after six games and the belief here is that Port¬ 
land la going to find matters Increa-singly difficult It’s going 
to be quite a scramble.

We were exposed last .spring to 
quite a rash of advertising plugging 
rlimbing stiawberry plants. Three 
kinds were offereil. one Frefu h, one 
Knglish and one (lerman. all very 
expensive to buy. and I think it is 
about time now to evaluate their per- 
loi mance. 

I can't say'l am overly impiesscd 
by these strawberries and some of 
my correspondents aie downright 
disappointed. In the first place, climb¬ 
ing straw'b«*rries do not climb you 
have to tie them up to their trellis or 
fence. One of my reader.s didn’t do' 
this he got fed up with alt the fin- 
"Icjky work bf tying up the runners 
and let them sprawl on the ground 
- and his was the best crop reported 
to me.

It wasn’t enormous, but the plants 
cropped over quite a long period and 
the fruit was pretty fair in flavor, 
although rather dull in color. 


The distinctive characteristic of 
the climbing .strawberry is its very 
long runners, which have the charac¬ 
ter of mature plants, fruiting later in 
the same year, rather than making 
immaluie plantlels to fruit the fol¬ 
lowing year, as with the conventional 
vaiielies. 

The plantlets which form along the 
hHiRlh of these long runners put out 
roots, just like the conventional 
kinds hut. when the runners are tied 
up, these roots are. suspended In the 
air and, of couise. come to nothing.

All the runners and all the plant- 
lets must be supported by the roots 
of the parent plant, which is inade¬ 
quate unless the soil Is very rich and 
fertile indeed. My lazy correspondent 
who allowed his plants to trail natur¬ 
ally on the ground had a satisfactory 
crop because the plantlets rooted 
themselves in earth. 

Climbing strawberries may make 
an interesting conversation piece, 
but for cropping I don’t think they 
have any particular advantage over 


our existing varieties. Certainly, at 
the prices asked, they are not a good 
buy. •

I have had very much the .same 
experience w'ith the New Zealand 
cucumbers grown from Colonist free 
.seeds grMKl crops when the Vines 
were allowed to trail naturally on the 
ground, pot so good when trained up 
a fence or wall. My coileagues in New* 
Zealand told me the.se cucumbers are 
quite commonly grown on fences and 
•vails m that country, and I passed 
tne idea along last spring to those 
readers who don’t have enough room 
tT accommodate the sprawling cucum¬ 
ber vines grown on the flat. 

I tfied half a dozen vines against 
our garage wall and had nothing 
but trouble, while the sprawling vines 
were vigorous and fruitful. I think 
this is because cucumbers on the flat 
provide their own shade for theif 
roots, maintaining the soil In a cool, 
moist condition, while the same vines 
on the wall baked and suffered in 
last summer’s heat wave.

the earth yesterday, producing 
a global communications situa¬ 
tion which experts said

No letup was in sight. Even 
as the bombardment hit, an¬ 
other gigantic eruption tore 
the sun's surface and aimed 
another mass of particl^'^ 
•art h ward. 

Today’s bk>w*up was the 
third In less than a week. One 
scientist described It as one of 


history's "very great solar 
•lents.” 

A global warning network 
run by the International Geo¬ 
physical Year iKiY) to alert 
communications facilities re¬ 
ported that disturbance of the 
earth’s atmosphere had be¬ 
come ‘‘extremely severe" by 
6.30 p.m. EJ^. 

One monitoring station re¬ 
ported that shortwave contact 
between New York and Lon¬ 
don was all but impossible. 

The current bombardment 
of .solar particles, and the one 


expected from the new sun 
eruption, also was expecti'd 
to result in a new di'-play of 
the aurora boreali.s popularly 
known as the "Northern 
Lights." 

ScienUsts e.\p<‘Cted the deb- 
rl.s from today’s sun explosion 
to hit the earth’s ionosphere 

a canopy of chargeil parti¬ 
cles encircling the globe by 
tonight at latest. 

James W«ldon. director of . 
IGY’s world warning centre, 
said the current .solar flares. 
are among the most severe 
ever recorded. 


Weldon said it was possible 
earth will eontiiuie to he |>elt- 
rd with ele<tn»nie debris for 
another thns* days or so, at 
with h tint** the sunspot area 
will pass around to the hu4'k 
N^lde of the sun.

One authority, who has been 
observing the sun for more 
than 30 years, said the explo- 
sions will influence the 
weather. But Weldon and the 
U S. weather bureau said the 
impact cannot be determined. 

"There is no question this 
wiil have an Impact on the 
weather," said Dr. Charles G. 
Abbott, former secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institute and 
director of its astrophysical 


observatory. "But the relation¬ 
ship is very complex and it 
takes research lo determine 
w hat the changes w ill be "

Mdar expl4H*ions r«Mne from 
the sui^, as if fired from 
machine giina. They ‘‘put a 
veil over the earth,” he aaid, 
and 4»ften make** It harder 
for heal frmn the sun to get 
through. 

But Glen Briar, who keeps 
statistics for the U.S. weather 
bureau, said the Abbott theory 
was "very controversial." Wel¬ 
don said it was "possible but 
not proveable."

'The worst sun-spawned mag¬ 
netic storm in s decade swept 
the earth yesterday, producing 
a global oommunlcations situa¬ 
tion which experts said 
“couldn't be much worse.*’ 

No letup was in sight. Even 
as the bombardment hit. an¬ 
other gigantic eruption tore 
the sun’s surface and aimed 
another mass of particles 
earthward. 

The new blowup was the 
third in lees than n week. One 
aclenttat deeciibed It na one of 


history’s “very great solar 
events.** 

A gtobal warning network 
run by the International Geo¬ 
physical Year (IGY) to alert 
communications facilities re¬ 
ported that disturbance of the 
earth’s atmosphere had be¬ 
come “extremely severe’’ by 
3J0 p.m. PST. 

One monitoring station re¬ 
ported that shortwave contact 
between New York and Lon- 
xlon was all but impoasible. 

The current bombardment 
of solar particles, and the one 


expected from the new sun 
eruption, also was expected 
, to result in s new display of 
the aurora borealis—popularly 
known as the “Northern 
Lights.“ 

Scientists expected the deb¬ 
ris from the new sun explosion 
to hit the earth’s ionosphere 
—a canopy of charged partl- 
ciea encircling the globe- by 
tonight at latest. 

James W*Idon, director of 
IGY’a world warning centre, 
said the current solar flares 
are ^mong the most severe 
ever recorded.

“There it no question this 
will have an impact on the 
weather,*' said Dr. Charles G. 
Abbott, former secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institute and 
director of iti aafrophysicai 


observatory. “But the relation¬ 
ship is very complex Xnd i| 
Ukes research to determine 
what the changes will be.** 

Abbott aald purtlchsi from 
tolar ezpInaloiHi come from 
the sun as If fired from 
mneMne guns. They “put a 
veU over the earth.** he aald, 
and often makes it harder 
for heat from the sun to get 
through. 

But H len Briar, who keeps 
slitistics for the U.S. weather 
bureau, said the Abbott theory 
was “very controverslaI.“ Wel¬ 
don said it was “possible but 
not proveable.” 


The communications tie-ups 
between New York and London 
are among the most severely 
affected. Weldon said. Local 
radio and television are not 
aerloualy impaired because 
their signals are not bounced 
off the ionosphere, which ab¬ 
sorbs a great volume of the 
solar particles and becomes a 
poor reflector. 

But one official at the na¬ 
tional bureau of standards 
said major magnetic storms of 
this sort often produce some 
trouble with long-distance 
power, telephone and telegraph 
lines.
